Reinforcement Rushed to 


Aid of French Attack 


on Von Kluck 


British Go to the Rescue of the French, Who Were Driven Back Five Miles 


by the Vigorous Offensive of the Germans—Battle Lines Hourly Chang- 
ing—New Formations Adwintageon s to the Kaiser's Troops—Main Lines 
of Both Armies Remain Intact, According to a Dispatch From the Front 
—Berlin Reports Successes in France. 


(Br International New» Service) 
Paris, Oct. 6.—The vigorous offen- 


sive attacks of the German army on 
the right wing whsre the French have 
rainly sought to turn General von 
Kluck's flank has forced the allies to 
reinforce their troops in that part of 
the line. The French have rushed a 
large body of troops to their left wing- 
to prevent the Germans overcoming 
the army which has been battling von 
Kluck. 


British to the Rescue. 


A part of the British forces, prob- 


ably the Hindu contingent, has been 
rushed forward to strengthen 
the 


French line extending from Royo to 
Douai.

where the French, repulsed by the re- 
inforced Germans, were hurled back 
five miles. 


Lines Still Intact. 


Every few hours sees an extension 


of the battle line, the changing form- 
ations being to the advantage of the 
Germans, who are being concentrated 
while the forces of the allies 
are 


lengthening. 


The main lines of both armies, are 


•till intact, according to a dispatch 
from the front this morning. 


Germans Near Lille 


It was officially stated at 3 o'clock 


this afternoon that "the left wing and 
front are becoming more and more ex- 
tended. Some German cavalry forces 
of very large size are reported in the 
environs of Lille, advancing 
before

Paris, Oct. 6.—The vigorous offen- 


sive attacks of the German army on 
the right wing whsre the French have 
rainly sought to turn General von 
Kluck's flank has forced the allies to 
reinforce their troops in that part of 
the line. The French have rushed a 
large body of troops to their left wing- 
to prevent the Germans overcoming 
the army which has been battling von 
Kluck.
